One Hundred and Forty-One Bodies Recovered From 


the Wreck-It Will Take Week Longer to 


Clear Away the Debris. 


Madrid, June 30—(Bulletin)—Forty- 


more bodies have been removed 


•from the wreckage of the Bilboa train

This fact is that tmiess 
the city has completely provided itself 
for ownership before the expiration of 
the present contract with the water 
works company, the company will have 
the power to force" the city into an- 
other contract at the company's own 
terms. 


Whatever the American-Tribune or 


anybody else may say in praise of the 
water works company, none will claim 
that it is a charitable institution. Like 
every other corporation, it is not ia 
business for charity or for its health. 


The discussion of the water works 


question has well established the fact 
in the minds of Newark's citizens that 
the water works company will have 
every advantage at the expiration of 
the present contract unless the city 
shall have built its own plant or shall 
have purchased the present plant. 


Many of the advocates of city own- 


ership favor the purchase of the pres- 
ent plant if it can be made at a fair and 
reasonable price. But the situation Is 
such that the city will be at a great 
disadvantage in any negotiation for 
purchasing the present plant unless <it 
is completely prepared to build a plant 
of its own. 


That is -why the city has taken the 


timely action It has in all the prelim- 
inary steps up to the present time The 
favorable decision rendered by Judge 
Seward justifies 
what the ciry has 


done. But;tb.e matter is not yet en«- 
ed in the courts. It will be carried to 
the higher ,-eourts, for it is rot at all 
probable that the city could sell tho 
water works bonds unlil a final deci- 
sion is rendered by the Supreme Court. 


As it will doubtless lie a year hence 


before the Supreme Court's final deci- 
sion is rendered, the action of the cit> 
will be shown to b's timely, and not 
hasty 
That the city council's wisdom,

Railway building in the United State 


has not progressed as rapidly durin 
the first six months of 1903 as had bee 
expected, says the Railway Age. 
Th 


umest in the laibor world, due to th 
epidemic of strikes, and the high price 
of track material have caused the pas 
ponement of much important work an 
the difficulty of securing rails has con 
tmued, making it impossible to la 
track as fast as the roadway was com 
pleted. 
The more important 
line 


which were started last year, of earlier 
are being pushed to completion as rap- 
idly as conditions will 
permit, 
but 


other new projects are making slower 
progress. 


fThe new mileage completed during 


the first half of 1902 amounted to 2,- 
314 miles, and the total for the entire 
12 months of that year aggregated 5,- 
684 miles. 
It has heen confidently ex- 


pected that the track laid in 1903 would 
exceed 6,000 miles, but the figures tor 
ihe first six months do not make it cer- 
tain that such a result will be attain 
ed. 
Our returns for the six months 


are not entirely complete but it is be- 
lieved that the reports yet to be re- 
ceived will not materially increase the 
present figures, which show 2,221 miles 
of track laid from January 1, to Juno 
30, 1903, on 175 lines in 38 states and 
teiri tones. 


Oklahoma leads all other states and 


territories with 240 miles to her credit, 
and Texas is secont vnth 205 miles, 
which is 81 miles less than the figures 
of that state for the six months of 


1902. 
Indian Territory stands third 


with 203 miles, New Mexico fourth with 
132 miles, Pennsylvania fifth with 128 


.•• lies, Iowa sixth with 117 miles, Utah 
seventh with 108 miles and Arkansas 
eighth with 103 miles. 
These are the 


only states and territories showing ov- 
er 100 miles each. 
The larger portion 


of the new work is located :n the South 
and Southwest, although there is con- 
siderable activity m the Pacific States, 
wh«T" 2fi<» mil<^ of new road have been 
completed since January 1. Nineteen 
itates west of th0 Mississippi 
rivet 


show additions aggregating 1,495 miles 
of which 956 miles have been built in 
eight Southwebtern States, while the 
ten states south of the Ohio and east 
of tlie Mississippi have completed 392 
miles.
